The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of 
the prior art of record either alone or in combination discloses the combination in 
the independent claims specifically the conductor element and contact element are 
inserted into the lead holes of the press mount and, the plug base encloses the outer 
periphery of the press mount. Also, the plug base has a fastening hole. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
